> Outgoing lord 

mayor says he's not 
bitter, but he is 
concerned

When Dave Eke's term as 
lord mayor of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake officially comes to an 
end next week, he can look 
back with pride on the accom¬ 
plishments of the last four 
years, he says. 

Eke says he's enjoyed his 
years of political life, and what 
lies ahead for him is open at 
the moment. 

"I'm open to the potential 
of future opportunities that 
may occur. I want to look for 
new opportunities," he said. 

He admitted the outcome 
of the election was both "dis¬ 
appointing and unexpected," 
having gone into the election 
feeling that there "appeared to 
be very few open issues," he

“I'm not bitter, but I am 
disappointed, and I have 
concerns about what the 
future leadership will pro¬ 
vide in the way of direc¬ 
tion for the town." 

When asked to elabo¬ 
rate, he said, “I think we’ll 
let the voters comment on 
that four years from now." 

He said when he looks 
back, he believes he rep¬ 
resented the public and 


the town well. 

“I view the lord mayor as 
the face of our communi¬ 
ty. When I was out and 
about politically, beyond 
my municipality, I was 
always conscious that I 
was that face of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake. I feel I repre¬ 
sented it with honesty and 
with respect.” 

After 20 years’ experi¬ 
ence in municipal politics, 
he sees the council he 
worked with as being one 


of the best. 

Council also, in his view, 
achieved the strategic 
plans established at the 
beginning of the term, 
through responsible and 
accountable actions. 

“And I’m pleased we 
achieved it while acting 
with respect for each 
other. We worked well 
together." 

As he did during the 
campaign, he spoke to the 
Advance of the develop¬ 
ment of 
the out- 
d o o r 


mall at Glendale as one of 
the highlights of his term 
- a $178 million project 
that brought 1,000 jobs to 
the region during con¬ 
struction, and 1,500 jobs 
once it opened. 

Unknown at this point, 
until MPAC, the provincial 
assessment body, provides 
a number, is the amount 
of revenue it will bring to 
the Town through taxes. 

But as a guess, Eke says, 
it’s likely to be around 
$800,000. 

“That’s huge for a town 
with a fairly minor bud¬ 
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get,” he said. 

How that money is spent 
will be determined by the 
next council. If it had been 
up to him, he said, “I’d like 
to think we would have 
consulted with the public, 
to talk about what to do 
with it. But that’s to be 
determined. We've pro¬ 
vided the riches, let’s hope 
they use is wisely.” 

He points also to the 
new Husky restaurant and 
gas bar on York Rd. and 
the money that was spent 
there on cleaning up a 
brownfield, and the new 
headquarters for the 
RCMP marine unit across 
the road from Husky, 
which has brought 45 
high-paying jobs to the 

His goal when he spoke 
during his last two cam¬ 
paigns of being “open for 
business” was for devel¬ 
opment in Glendale, the 
appropriate place for com¬ 
mercial growth, to bring in 
new revenue and “soften 
the impact” on the tax¬ 
payer, he said. 

But he feels that mes¬ 
sage might have been mis¬ 
understood during the 
recent election campaign, 
and that voters feared it 
meant the Old Town was 
open for business to devel- 

"Perhaps, from listening 
to people after the elec¬ 
tion, the message was lost 


that when I spoke about 
being open for business I 
was referring to appropri¬ 
ate development in the 
Glendale area, without 
any major impact on resi¬ 
dents,” he said. 

Most of the develop¬ 
ment residents see when 
they drive along Niagara 
Stone Rd., such as the 
construction at St. 
Andrew’s Glen and The 
Village, was determined 
more than a decade ago, 
and stalled for years. 

Residents who live in 
those neighbourhoods are 
grateful to see their subdi¬ 
visions closer to comple¬ 
tion, he said, and he sees 
the work of town staff with 
developers to successfully 
bring those projects to 
completion as a positive 

He’s also proud that the 
Town’s reserves have been 
replenished, that there is 
no debt to burden taxpay¬ 
ers, and that a redesigned 
website provides open 
and transparent details of 
Town finances, he said. 

Another issue that came 
up during the campaign 
and all-candidates meet¬ 
ings was the redesign and 
reorganization of the town 
hall, which Eke pointed to 
often as a successful 
accomplishment of his

It was done to provide 
safety to town staff, as set 
out in provincial legisla¬ 
tion, says Eke. 

A $4.7 million plan for 
expansion was reduced to 
an $800,000 redesign, to 
make the building more 
accessible and town busi¬ 
ness more efficient, he 

But some residents and 
candidates disagreed, say¬ 
ing it felt like a “lock-down,” 
and made town staff more 
difficult to reach and unap¬ 
proachable. 

“What we did was neces¬ 
sary," said Eke, referencing 
Bill 168 which calls for a 
secure work environment. 

He contends that the pre¬ 
vious design, where resi¬ 
dents could walk up to a 
counter and speak to an 
employee, was not proper 
business procedure. 

“They (staff) 
can’t have ran¬ 
dom arrivals of 
people. Now peo¬ 
ple phone ahead 
and make an 


That's dealing 
with an issue in a 
responsible man¬ 
ner. Random 
arrivals are not 
efficient for doing 
business." 

About 80% of 
business requests 
are handled at 
the front desk, 
said Eke, “and the 
people I’ve spo¬ 
ken to have found 
it to be efficient 
and cordial.” 

From a regional 
perspective, said 
Eke, "I’m most 
pleased that 
details of the 
water treatment 
plant have been 
finalized, and 
construction is 
commencing as 
we speak. That's 
been a long time 
coming.” 

The restoration 
of the lagoons 
and the site of the 
existing plant are 
still under nego¬ 
tiation between 
the Region and 
Parks Canada, he 

Eke also points 


the roundabout on 
Niagara Stone Rd. as a suc¬ 
cessful partnership with 
the region. 

Although there was some 
concern from residents 
about it prior to construc¬ 
tion, he believes most peo¬ 
ple see a benefit from its 
"traffic-calming effect,” and 
appreciate the safety it pro¬ 
vides for the nearby 
school. 

There may be some mis¬ 
understanding about the 
cost of the landscaping, 
which was supposed to be 
borne by the region but 
was actually financed by 
the town, but the region 
took over the cost of relo¬ 
cating water lines along 
Niagara Stone Rd., a town 
responsibility, "so we 


The real value of the traf¬ 
fic circle will be realized 
when the CNR bridge on 
Concession 6 is repaired - 


that’s about to get under¬ 
way with a deal between 
Niagara Falls, the CNR and 
the Town, which is contrib¬ 
uting $250,000. That will 
provide a throughway to 
Niagara Falls along 
Concession 6, alleviating 
some of the traffic on Four 
Mile Creek Rd., he said. 

The transit system is 
another accomplishment 
of his term, and although 
expanded routes will be up 
to the new council, “we 
took the steps to initiate 
the system and the willing¬ 
ness to fund it,” and there 
was always an intention to 
have a look at expansion, 
he said. 

He spoke of the improved 
national image of the town, 
through a new "corporate 
identity program” that 
included a new logo, coat 
of arms and the first town 
flag, and of the success of 
several major 1812 bicen¬ 


tennial 
increased awareness of the 
town’s involvement in the 
war and its outcome. 

“We only had one chance 
to get it right, and the vol¬ 
unteers did a spectacular 
job.

sharp tongue." 

Those are the words of 
Randy Klaassen, who 
spent hours listening to 
her talk about her life, and 
has written her story, in 
her words. 

Her tales, he says, “pro¬ 
vide humour and insight 
to a life lived at full throt¬ 
tle." 

What people might in 
town might not know 
about her is that her 
humour saw her through 
some challenging times - 
it has always been her 
coping strategy when 
faced with the many diffi¬ 
culties life presented, says 
Klaassen. 

Now 92, Quinn is as 
quick as ever with the 

With a book recently 
released about her life, 
she was featured last week 



on a local TV station. 

“That’s the story of my 
life,” she jokes. “I slept 
through it. When I woke 
up it was over.” 

Of the book, entitled I 
Did It My Way - That’s 
Why Nothing Works! - the 
senior says, “If I’d known 
people would be interest¬ 
ed in my life, I’d have tried 
to age a lot better." 

Quinn grew up in 
Toronto, joined the 
Canadian Forces with 
some friends and served 
during the Second World 
War, and married a man 
from Niagara-on-the- 
Lake, where she raised 
four children in a two-sto- 
rey house on the corner of 
Ricardo and Melville Sts. 

Hers wasn’t an easy life 
- first she lost her father, 
then her mother. She was 
brought up by her grand¬ 
mother, and after her 
grandmother was no lon¬ 
ger capable of looking 
after herself, she lived 
with a friend and her fam¬ 
ily. 

After the war she had no 
home to go to and getting 
married seemed the natu¬ 
ral solution. She lived on 
Ricardo with her husband 
and inlaws, and when her 
fourth child, Pat, was just 
six months old, her hus¬ 
band drove into Four Mile 
Creek coming home from 


the legion hall in Port 
Dalhousie and died. 

“I assume he had been 
drinking because one 
doesn’t sit at the legion 
and play cards all night,” 
she says. 

Money was always tight, 
and her mother-in-law 
helped look after her kids 
while she worked. 

By 1966, both of her 
inlaws had died, and one 
of her sons, Jimmy, then 
20, was unable to cope 
with the loses and some 
other issues in his life. He 
committed suicide - he 
shot himself in the up stairs 
of their home. Neighbours 
helped clean up, says 
Blanche. 

She worked for years at 
the Niagara District 
Airport - she was described 
in a local newspaper arti¬ 
cle as a “vivacious blonde” 
. . . unique in Ontario 
because, as manager of 
both the St. Catharines 
Flying Club and the air¬ 
port, she didn’t have a fly¬ 
ing licence or a radio 
licence - and at the start, 
at least, knew nothing 
about airplanes, airports 
or air traffic control, which 
became her responsibili¬ 
ty- 

But she learned on the 
job, became assistant 
manager when it was 
decided the flying club 
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and airport should have 
separate administrations, 
and retired after 28 years. 

A frequent letter-writer 
to the Niagara Advance 
and critic of town council, 
she decided, at 65, she 
would run herself. 

She didn’t know much 
about politics, or election 
campaigns, but she had 
some support, and found 
herself elected as aider- 
man in 1989. 

She stopped writing let¬ 
ters to the Advance while 
she was on council, she 
said, and vowed to herself 
not to be so critical of pol¬ 
iticians when she realized 
it wasn’t as easy a job as it 
appeared. 

One issue she recalled 
as significant was her role 
in saving a smelly ginkgo 
tree in the Old Town. 
There was concern about 
the objectionable odour it 
was causing and some 
politicians and downtown 
merchants wanted it 
removed. She voted to 
keep it, and was quoted as 
saying, “a lot of us are seen 
as objectionable too, and I 
would hate to be 
removed.” 

Once done with politics, 
she resumed her letter¬ 
writing and political com¬ 
mentary, and continued 
helping to raise her grand¬ 
children - her son Pat and 
his wife Paula have 
_ three kids, now adults, 
| and have always shared 
a home with Blanche. 

The house on Ricardo 
I St., which was once 
home to the three gen¬ 
erations was sold - it 
was small and there was 
no parking - and 
Blanche lives with Pat 
and Paula on Irvine Rd. 
in a house that is now 
too large for the just the 
three of them. 

Paula was the driving 
force behind the book - 
she has a great deal of 
respect for her mother- 
in-law’s strength and 
says she loves her sense 
of humour. So Klaassen, 
who also wrote the story 
of Second World War 
veteran Jack Hunter’s 
life, was engaged to 
work with Blanche.

It’s her story, but also the stories 
of her communities, first, Toronto 
in the 1930s, and then Niagara-on- 
the-Lake after the war, told in her 
words in a way that her indomita¬ 
ble spirit and dry sense of humour 
shine through, says Klaassen. 

He has great admiration for her 
tenacity, curiosity, determination 
and drive that have helped her 
throughout her life, he said - char¬ 
acter traits that continue to this 
day, as she still pays attention to 
what is going on in town, “and I still 
disagree with everything that’s 
going on,” she says. Her opinions 
and her words are as strong as 

She has a few regrets, about some 
things she's done, and some she 
didn’t do, but “maybe I’ll get it 
right in another life,” she says. 

While she sees her life as having 
been tough at times - during one 
decade she lost six family mem¬ 


bers who were dear to her - “you 
have to keep going. And even 
though it’s hard, you can still see 
the funny side. Humour is one way 
of coping with it. And I like to bring 
a smile to people’s faces." 

One of the first to read the book 
was Donald Combe, who went 
through it from cover to cover, 
“every single word of it,” in one sit¬ 
ting. 

“My admiration for Blanche was 
always large and it is now enor- 

“Her entire life has been fraught 
with difficulty heaped on difficulty, 
but she has always been one step 
ahead and her intellect and wit 
have seen to it that she has led and 
continues to lead an extraordinary 
life.” 

Blanche, he says, “shines through 
a heroine and a winner.” 

She will be at the Niagara

We could all be good neighbours 


Garrison Village residents are to be 
commended for recognizing the impor¬ 
tance of neighbourhoods, and taking 
action to make their subdivision more of 
a community. 

Research indicates neighbourhoods 
have an impact not only on the social¬ 
ization of people, but on their health, 
both physical and mental. 

A healthy neighbourhood feels safe, 
and has a sense of warmth and commu¬ 
nity. A neighbourhood with strong social 
support - the kind where we know our 
neighbours, could depend on them for 
help and would be willing to help them 
- is likely to make us feel not only safer 
but should add to our general feeling of 
well-being. So why not avail ourselves of 
those hedth benefits, never mind the 
fun we might have at social events. 

If we’re in a working age group, we’re 
not home a lot. Our houses may sit 
empty most of the day, and any free time 
we have is spent doing errands. Our 
homes are mosdy designed so that any 
time we spend outdoors is in the back¬ 
yard, and many homeowners prefer pri¬ 
vacy fencing that effectively cuts us off 
from our neighbours. So while we might 
like the idea of getting to know our 
neighbours, even accept the concept as 
being beneficial to a healthy lifestyle, we 


don’t seem to have the time, the energy 
or even the inclination to do anything 

We do the same for our kids - orga¬ 
nize their lives and their schedules so 
that there is little or no time for them to 
play outside. We don’t want our kids 
spending too much time in front of a TV 
or computer, we know the benefits of 
physical activity. We talk about our 
childhoods as a different time - a better 
time, when we would go outside and 
play with the neighbourhood kids - they 
might go to a different school, have a dif¬ 
ferent ethnic background or even speak 
a different language. On the street, that 
didn’t seem to matter. But although we 
might like the idea of our kids playing 
outside, we don’t actually let them do 
that - we see it as too dangerous. 

Maybe we know enough now about 
the value of neighbours to look at our 
community in a different light. Certainly 
the Garrison Village people who are 
making a conscious effort to do that are 
setting a good example for the rest of 

We could take a leaf out of their book, 
even if we don’t want to organize an 
event. We could just introduce ourselves 
to our neighbours, and ask their names. 
That’s a good start.

When it was beautiful 
earlier in the week I start¬ 
ed raking leaves, then 
wondered why I was in 
the shade?

- an exercise in futility). 

Now protecting ever¬ 
greens usually causes 
some debate, and it's time 
to get working on that. 

I find the safest way is 
to erect a wind break on 
the side of the prevailing 
wind. Use several stakes 
and some burlap and set 
it up a couple of feet from 
the base of the trees. 

If you have some new 
perennials put some 
mulch over and around

Are brain games helpful? Depends on what you want to exercise 


Games teach 
specific skills, 
not how to find 
your car keys 

“If physical training 
strengthens the muscles, 
does brain training 
strengthen the brain?" 

This question was 
posed by Dr. Bill Brown, 
professor of neurology, 
and third year medical 
student Heather Bocz at 
the recent InfoHealth lec¬ 
ture hosted at the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Public 
Library. 

Bocz pointed out that 
three months before we 
are born our brains begin 
the process of learning. 
This is the basis for moth¬ 
ers speaking or singing to 
their infants, as the

infant’s brain is already 
sorting out the informa¬ 
tion it receives. 

Brown identified the 
first two years of brain 
growth development as 
critical to lifelong learn¬ 
ing. Studies have shown 
that there are critical stag¬ 
es in which the brain 
either develops, or it never 
will. This happens in areas 


like language skills. 

The main question 
addressed by Brown and 
Bocz is the recent prolif¬ 
eration of “brain games" 
that claim to boost mem¬ 
ory and reasoning pow¬ 
ers, and whether they're 
helpful. The main targets 
of brain training compa¬ 
nies are both the young 
and the elderly. 

Parents who want their 
children to excel in a com¬ 
petitive world are encour¬ 
aged to start early. Elderly 
who fear the limitations 
of various forms of 
dementia are compelled 
to use it, or lose it. In good 
scientific fashion, the 
answer from both Brown 
and Bocz was “we’re not 

Brown pointed out the 
advantage children have 
over adults is that every¬ 


one knows a child’s job is 
to play, and playing is how 
children learn new skills. 
As a child plays, learning 
is reinforced by success. 
As we age, we tend not to 
take seriously the role of 
playing as a means of 
learning. Adults would do 
well to relax, and take a 
lesson from how children 
learn. In that manor brain 
games have their bene¬ 
fits. 

“But what do the vari¬ 
ous brain games teach 
us?" Bocz asked. If a par¬ 
ticular memory game 
teaches us to identify 
shapes and colours, we 
become trained to identi¬ 
fy shapes and colours. 

“As an exercise in 
memory development, do 
shapes and colours help 
you to remember where 
you left your car keys? 


Likely not.” 

One important brain 
game application Brown 
advocates is the use of 
computerized driving 
simulators. 

“We learn by repeti¬ 
tion, and one simple 
method of improving the 
skills of drivers would be 
to use simulators.” 

Driving simulators can 
create a wide range of sit¬ 
uations and conditions in 
which drivers can safely 
hone their skills without 
being on the road. Brown 
asserts that driving simu¬ 
lators could be used in a 
non-punitive manner to 
help keep all drivers sharp 
in necessary driving 
skills. 

During the question 
and answer period it was 
observed by one attendee, 
and affirmed by the pre¬ 


senters, that while com¬ 
puter brain games may 
exercise brain cells, an 
important factor in the 
learning process is social 
interaction. To that end 
the relationship with 
other players in a bridge 
game, where memory is 
exercised, is a more ben¬ 
eficial form of brain train¬ 
ing than sitting alone at a 
computer.

Do you know your neighbours? 

Can you name the people who 
live on either side of you? 

Cathy Simpson is getting to know 
many Niagara-on-the-Lake resi¬ 
dents through her job as chief exec¬ 
utive officer of the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Public Library, but getting to 
know her neighbours requires extra 
effort. 

When she moved to Garrison 
Village in NOTL to be closer to her 
job at the library - her husband 
works in home construction and 
can work from any location - 
Simpson decided she wanted to 
meet her neighbours, and orga¬ 
nized a party. 

That led to a friendship with 
Annaliese Friesen, who, like 
Simpson, is concerned about the 
loss of community, the lifestyle that 
has left people so busy they have 
no time or opportunity to connect 
with their neighbours, and a soci¬ 
ety that chooses to withdraw from 
socializing with neighbors, who are 
sometimes looked at as strangers of 
whom to be wary. 

Both women reference two books 


they’ve read recently on the phe¬ 
nomenon that concerns them: The 
Vanishing Neighbor and The Village 
Effect, which describe a healthy 
lifestyle as involving a social net¬ 
work that includes neighbours. 

So Simpson and Friesen, who 
talk about ‘nosy neighbours' in a 
positive way, are acting on what 
they’ve learned, with support from 
a core group of like-minded 
Garrison Villagers. 

They’re still tossing around 
names - The Garrison Village 
People has given way to Neighbours 
of Garrison Village - but are defi¬ 
nite that what they don't want is a 
ratepayers association that deals 
with issues - they are looking at a 
social group that organizes events, 
similar to one formed by those on 
Northgate Circle, also in Garrison 
Village. They want to not only learn 
the names of their neighbours, they 
want to know they can call if they 
need help, and let it be known they 
are available to help others in an 
emergency. 

Tracey Kucan already has that 
relationship with her neighbours. 
She lives on Northgate, and this 
year is the mayor of her circle.

The title comes with a 
chain of office, and the 
responsibility of organiz¬ 
ing an annual summer 
event - although with a 
small circle of residents, 
there are many unofficial 
gatherings, some of them 
that evolve in her garage, 
which her husband has 
turned into a welcoming 
site for socializing. 

She plans to expand the 
social networking with a 
winter party as well, she 
says, and she’s onboard 
to help the Garrison 
Village group organize 
their event. 

The goal is not only for 
neighbours to get to know 
each other, but to reach 
out to newcomers to make 
them feel welcome. 

And in addition to a 
party or two, they like the 
idea of a community gar¬ 
den, a skating rink, tennis 
lessons at the park nearby 
and maybe even a 
Garrison Village summer 
camp for local kids. 

Three of the people 
working with Simpson 
and Friesen grew up in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, but 
still have neighbours they 
don’t know - there has 
been a large turnover in 
recent years in the subdi¬ 
vision that is more than 
30 years old, and most of 
the newcomers are young 
working people with fam- 


The most recent arrival, 
Melissa Rey, says she is 
fortunate that she has two 
children - through them 
and their school activi¬ 
ties, she has already met 
some other moms in the 
area, including another 
newcomer. 

“Kids and dogs, that’s 
what helps you meet your 
neighbours,” says 
Simpson 

“Unfortunately, I have 
neither." At least not liv¬ 
ing at home - her kids are 
adults, and no longer put¬ 
ting her in contact with 
others through schools 
and local sports. 

Simpson and Friesen 
plan to go door to door 
this fall to let the neigh¬ 
bourhood know about the 
spring event they’re plan¬ 


ning - likely in what 
neighbour Sean Simpson, 
the member of the group 
who has lived in Garrison 
Village the longest, calls 
Central Park. 

They’re hoping, by talk¬ 
ing to their community 
newspaper, to warn their

The body of the 
man was pulled from 
Lake Ontario Monday 
night.

cally near Lake Ontario 
on Firelane 12 in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
at 7:20 p.m. 

Niagara Emergency 
Medical Services, 
Canadian Coast Guard 
and the St. Catharines 
Fire Department also 
responded to assist. 
Police said the man 
was located in the 
water, but could not 
be resuscitated. The 
man was later pro¬ 
nounced dead at hos¬ 
pital. 

The SIU was con¬ 
tacted by police and

Karen Jantz loves to make 
Jewelry. 

But there are only so 
many pieces she can wear, 
or give away to family and 
friends, so she decided she 
would sell her jewelry to 
benefit others. 

"I looked around the 
Niagara Region to see which 
of the many charities could 
use some extra funds if I 
sold some of my hand¬ 
crafted jewelry, and keep 
me designing and crafting 


with a hobby I love,” says 
the St. Davids woman. 

She didn’t have to look 
very far before deciding 
Gillian's Place, which pro¬ 
vides shelter and several 
outreach programs to 
abused women and chil¬ 
dren, should be the recipi¬ 
ent of any money she could 
raise by selling her jewelry. 

“It struck a chord with my 
own life. Although I lived in 
a different place and time, I 
found myself at the end of a 
very negative 10-year rela¬ 
tionship that I needed to 
leave, for self-preservation 


and that of my then-teen- 
age daughter.” 

Jantz planned to go when 
her daughter was away for 
the weekend, found an 
apartment and got away 
with httle more than the 
clothes in our closets and 
my daughter’s bedroom 
furniture. It was only by the 
grace of God, a couple of 
friends to give me some 
hand-me-down furniture 
from their basements, and 
some carefully-planned 
timing, that I was finally 
able to sneak my daughter 
and I away from that very 


negative life.” 

It was time, for her safety 
and that of her daughter’s, 
to break free of the cycle 
she had grown up in, and to 
finally begin work toward 
realizing that they were 
worthy of a better life, she 

She knows she was one of 
the lucky ones - she started 
a new lifel8 years ago. 

“I now live a very happy, 
extremely comfortable life, 
married to the nicest man 
I've ever met, and I felt it 
was time for me to pay it 
forward to others who need 
help as I once did.” 

As fortunate as she was, 
she realizes there are many 


women and children who 
have not been able to 
escape their abuser, or if 
they have, are still living 
with the anguish of an 
abused past. Gillian’s Place 
has many programs to help 
with the healing as well as 
shelter for those who need 
it for safety and a conduit to 
a better, violence-free 
future, says Janzt. 

Last November, Jantz held 
her first open house at her 
home, and raised almost 
$2,000 in sales from her 
jewelry and some donated 

But since then, she has 
become friends with Mary 
Jane Ciurluni, another 


woman who also has a 
hobby she loves - crochet¬ 
ing scarves and afghans. 
She also is known for her 
"yummy” baked goods, says 

The two women spent 
quite a bit of time together 
this summer fishing in 
Great Bear Lake, above the 
Arctic Circle - it was sup¬ 
posed to be a fishing trip for 
their husbands, but through 
a random and serendipi¬ 
tous conversation at a party, 
they ended up going along, 
and had lots of time to talk 
and share their life stories 
as they fished.

That’s not an unusu¬ 
al reaction, said 
Bridgette’s owner and 
handler, Denis 
Dallaire, but in the 
case of therapy dogs, 
it’s just the opposite - 
the job of the dogs is to 
socialize with humans, 
and people are encour¬ 
aged to pet them. 

They are two of 80 


St. John Ambulance 
therapy dogs in the 
Niagara Region - with 
another 42 on a wait¬ 
ing list of dog owners 
and their pets - who 
visit seniors’ homes, 
hospices, health cen¬ 
ters and schools, men¬ 
tal health facilities, 
shelters and clinics, 
providing comfort, 
cuddles and non-judg- 
mental acceptance. 

Mecho visits schools 
and special programs 
to work with children 
through the PAWS for 
Stories program, cud¬ 
dling up and listening 
to children read - kids 
whoneedtobe encour¬ 
aged to read without 
pressure from an 
adult. 

Mecho goes with 


her two-legged volun¬ 
teer, Lori Thwaites, 
who is there to help if a 
child asks, but her job 
is really to blend into 
the background and 
let Mecho take over. 

"We take the kids to 
a different room, one 
at a time, and if they 
have reading issues, 
they know it doesn’t 
matter to the dog - the 
dog is not going to 
judge them. They 
quickly forget I’m 
there.” 

One of the classes 
they visit is for special 
needs kids, and the 
teacher tells her it’s the 
best day of the week 
for the kids, says 
Thwaites.

She and Dallaire both 
have heartwarming sto¬ 
ries to tell about some of 
the reactions they have 
witnessed to their dogs, 
such as the young girl 
who had never spoken in 
class before - but by the 
end of a visit with Mecho, 
was speaking to the dog, 
or the seniors who have 
no visitors but the canine 
volunteers. 

Bridgette's job is to 
visit seniors in long-term 
care homes, and Dallaire 
speaks of two women in 
particular, one 95 years 
old and the other 105, 
who have been alone for 
a very long time - their 
husbands are gone, they 
have no friends or family 
left. 

“It’s like we’re they’re 
families. Our visits are the 
only ones they get. 
They’re so excited to see 
us, and so grateful. It 


brings joy to their lives,” 
said Dallaire. 

And for people who 
enjoy volunteering, it’s 
the perfect situation, he 

“You get to spend more 
time with the dog you 
love, and you see others 
getting as much pleasure 
out of your dog as you do. 
What more could you ask 
for?" 

Volunteers are required 
to have a police check, 
and dogs, who go through 
regular obedience train¬ 
ing, have to pass a test to 
show they’re not aggres¬ 
sive and they’re good with 
people. Dallaire’s wife 
Suzi is a veterinarian and

‘Another tool’ for firefighters, 
this one to help save pets

A house fire is a 
traumatic experience, 
and losing a pet in the 
fire makes it that much 
more devastating. 

The Niagara-on- 
the-Lake fire depart¬ 
ment has received a 
donation of a pet mask 
kit from the Hamilton/ 
Niagara detachment 
of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, says 
chief Alex Burbidge - 
it's one of the causes 
the Mounties like to 
support. 

And although the 
pet masks are rarely 
used, it's good to have 
them available if 
needed, he said. 

“It’s another tool in 
your tool box,” says 
Burbidge. 

“Any time we can 
do something to make 
a difference, we will. 


That’s what we do, and 
this is a tool to help 

If there are people 
at home when a fire 
breaks out, pets will 
often escape with 
them, especially dogs, 
but it’s not unusual to 
arrive and find some¬ 
one upset because 
their cat is still in the 
house. 

If it’s safe to go in 
and bring the cat out, 
they’ll run in to get it, 
and administer oxy¬ 
gen if necessary, he 

It’s possible to 
administer pure oxy¬ 
gen to a pet without 
the specially-designed 
mask - a firefighter 
can use the oxygen 
hose without a mask 
and just let the air run 
by the nose of the pet, 
which will help, says 
Burbidge. 

But these masks, 
which come in differ¬ 


ent sizes, are designed 
to fit over the nose of a 
cat or dog and create a 
good seal, which 
works even better. 

The problem is that 
can be difficult if you 
have a pet that’s 
already terrified and 
isn’t going to hold 
still, he said, but it 
works if the animal is 
lethargic or uncon¬ 
scious. 

The Wag’N Pet oxy¬ 
gen mask kit that was 
donated to the Town 
comes with three dif¬ 
ferent size masks that 
can be used pets, 
including dogs, cats, 
ferrets, rabbits, guinea 
pigs and birds. 

“This presentation 
was about bringing 
awareness of the issue 
to the public," said 
Burbidge, who already 
has a couple of pet 
masks, “and we’re 
always happy to accept 
support.”
